WASHINGTON, July 9 — The 
Army is expected to reach a de­ 
cision today on the vital ques­ 
tion of whether to boost the draft 
rate in order to offset a sharp 
drop in enlistments. 
The September draft call for 
at least 20.000 men is due and 
may be increased. If it is not, 
defense leaders believe that an 
increase in the draft will

necessary later in the Fall. 
The fall-off in enlistments 
is 
reported to have started when 
the Chinese Communist offen­ 
sive U’as wiped out at the end of 
May, and to have been acceler­ 
ated downward since a Korean 
peace plan w-as suggested at the 
beginning of this month. 
Army, Navy, Airforce and M a­ 
rine Corps enlistments were far 
below expectations for the early 
days of July, on the b a s i s of 
scattered reports from recruit­ 
ing stations.

Economic Stabilizer Fears 30-Cent Dollar Faces L.S. 


W’ASHINGTON, July 9 
Eco­ 
nomic Stabilizer Erie Johnston 
predicted today that the dollar’! 
value will drop to as low as 30 
cents in 1961 unless effective in­ 
flation curbs are enacted. 
Johnston 
warned

He declared his opposition to 
spreading re arm am en t over a 
two-year period and added that 
“ it is a great mistake not to go 
ahead. . as planned.”

Cen tra l Presa Co rresp o n d en t 
PARIS, France — The Russians 
have a better Fifth Column oper­ 
ating in France at this m om ent 
than the Nazis had before the in­ 
vasion of France in Wo rld War II. 
T hat’s what many pro-Am erican 
Frenchm en are say ing. 
Pierre Chevrillon, a 45-y ear-o ld 
educator and play w right, is ty pical 
of m any who served In the Nazi- 
resistance 
movement. 
He 
say s, 
“The Russians have learned 
a lot 
from the Nazi dictators and added 
a few new twists of their own.” 
Chevrillon, who escaped from the 
Nazis by catching the last train 
for Spain in 1940, w arns of organ­ 
ized Communist groups ready to 
cut communications, block roads, 
and paraly ze the country so the 
Red arm y could take o v er with 
ease. 
The Russian Fifth 
Co lumn is 
called “more subtle and mo re ap­ 
pealing to more people.” 
The Nazis convinced the more- 
m ilitary minded am ong the French 
that a Germ an-regulated France 
would he better for France. The 
Communists talk of a better France 
run by Frenchmen — m eaning, of 
course, French Communists. 
In some 14 Com m unist new spa­ 
pers, they “sing this chant” to the 
workers, farm ers, the y outh, the 
women and the “intellectuals.”

FOR THE workers, the Commu­ 
nists have a special ty pe of double 
talk.

Bv HAI TUFTY 
Central Press Correspondent 
FARIS, France — The Russians 
have a better Fifth Column oper­ 
ating in France at this moment 
than the Nazis had before the in­ 
vasion of France in World W ar II, 
That’s what many pro-American 
Frenchmen are saying. 
Pierre Chevrillon, a 45-year-old 
educator and playwright, is typical 
of many who served In the Nazi- 
resistance 
movement. 
He says, 
“The Russians have learned a lot 
from the Nazi dictators and added 
a few new twists of their own." 
Chevrillon, who escaped from the 
Nazis by catching the last train 
for Spain in 1940, warns of organ­ 
ized Communist groups ready to 
cut communications, block roads, 
and paralyze the country so the 
Red army could take over with 
ease. 
The Russian Fifth Column la 
called “more subtle and more ap­ 
pealing to more people." 
The Nazis convinced the more- 
military minded among the French 
that a German-regulated France 
would be better for France. The 
Communists talk of a better France 
run by Frenchmen — meaning, of 
course, French Communists. 
In some 14 Communist newspa­ 
pers, they “sing this chant” to the 
workers, fanners, the youth, the 
women and the “intellectuals.”

They 
live in cellars and caves, prowl half-naked 
through the streets and down the highways, 
stealing, begging, fighting to stay alive. 
Civilian casualties in Korea are listed at 
more than five million persons, with the 
aged and children the greatest sufferers.

Thirty-seven years of war have also had 
the effect, to be redundant, of developing 
a needlessly vast federal bureaucracy, 
men and women often employed temporar­ 
ily for war purposes, but whom the gov­ 
ernment will not dismiss either for polit­ 
ical reasons or to avoid swelling the num­ 
ber of unemployed.

From 
the Civil War (1861-1865) until 1914, t h e 
United States was far from the problems 
of war. The Spanish-Ameriean War did not 
allect the economy of the nation or bring 
about social or political changes. 
During the last 37 years, the problems 
of war have perturbed the American peo­ 
ple and have, in reality, effected a severe 
economic, social and political revolution, 
the magnitude of which is not yet histor­ 
ically ascertainable.

WAR should be outlawed if for no other 
reason than what it does to the children of 
any country involved in conflict. Casual­ 
ties among the fighting men in Korea have 
been large, but until recently no mention 
was made of the children and the aged, 
whose homes have been destroyed, and 
who now face starvation. 
No childish laughter in Korea these days. 
Those lucky enough to have been adopted 
by our soldiers have food and shelter of a 
sort. 
Tens of thousands more, from 3 to 15 
years of age, are just wanderers, with no 
place to eat or sleep, no one to mend their 
bruised and disease-wracked bodies. They 
live in cellars and caves, prowl half-naked 
through the streets and down the highways, 
stealing, begging, fighting to stay alive. 
Civilian casualties in Korea are listed at 
more than five million persons, with the 
aged and children the greatest sufferers.

Thirty-seven years of war have also had 
the effect, to be redundant, of developing 
a needlessly vast federal bureaucracy, 
men and women often employed temporar­ 
ily for war purposes, but whom the gov­ 
ernment will not dismiss either for polit­ 
ical reasons or to avoid swelling the num­ 
ber of unemployed.
